First, whjle features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 
1431-32;(Fed. Cir. 1997); Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb 
Inc., 909;F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990); A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which 
a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). Second, 
Boucherjclearly discloses that the firing control first queries the initiator as to its readiness using a coded signal (col.
